In IT CAME FROM OUTER SPACE he was 
a telephone repairman whose body was taken 
over by an alien. His part in the picture was 
small but important. Richard Carlson & Barbara 
Rush knew there was a change in him but found 
it hard to convince the others. 

In the color classic THIS ISLAND EARTH, 
Russell Johnson appeared as Steve Carlton, an 
expert on nuclear power. He makes friends with 
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Horror Heroine Faith Domergue tries to pull a Metoluna Mutant away from fallen Rex Reason In THIS IS- 
LAND EARTH (Universal 1955). 


co-stars Rex Reason & Faith Domergue and the 
three try to escape. Suddenly the deadly In- 
terociter begins firing a Neutrino Ray at the 
trio’s car. Rex & Faith scramble from the mov- 
ing auto but Russell hangs on, trying to escape 
the death-dealing rays. While rounding a bend, 
one of the rays strikes the auto and it explodes, 
ending the career of the scientist & his part in 
the film. Rex & Faith escape to their small 
airplane only to be intercepted by the huge 
saucer of the Metalunan superman Exeter. 

In 1957 Russell found himself on a lonely 
island with Richard Garland, Pamela Duncan & 
others. ATTACK OF THE CRAB MONSTERS 
was another chance for Johnson to prove he was 
a great scientist but the giant crabs put a stop 
to that. 


Finally, during the 1964-1967 TV season, he 
landed a role in GILLIGAN'S ISLAND playing 
the part of Prof. Roy Hinkley. He saved the 
principals from disease & attacks by cannibals, 
giant spider invasions all sorts of other trouble. 
They affectionately called him “Professor” and 
his full name was seldom used. 

the devilish mr. daniell 

HENRY DANIELL played a dashing leading 
man in films of the 30s & 40s, then began accept- 
ing different roles as his career continued. He 
was even seen in a diabolical pose in an ad short- 
ly before his death. 

In 1945 he worked with Bela Lugosi & Boris 
Karloff in the Robert Louis Stevenson classic 
THE BODY SNATCHER. Several years after 
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Leona Anderson, the ghostly gal In THE HOUSE ON 
HAUNTED HILL, scared Elisha Cook right out of this 
picture. 


that he turned up in THE 4 SKULLS OF 
JONATHAN DRAKE (1959) with Eduard 
Franz. The story dealt with a voodoo curse & of 
course 4 skulls. 

In the short-lived THRILLER TV series he 
appeared in no less than 3 episodes. He had a 
short part at the beginning of THE GRIM 
REAPER (with William Shatner) as well as a 
short appearance at the beginning of Robert 
Bloch’s THE CHEATERS in which he played a 
deranged alchemist who discovers a “funny 
yellow glass” that enables one to peer into one’s 
own soul. His biggest part was in an episode 
called THE WELL in which he played a London 
After Midnight character with straw-like hair & 
black hat & cape. His assistant was a giant man 
named Styx and together they tried to murder 
their enemy by throwing him in a well. The so- 
called hero escapes and the villains are killed but 
it was Henry Daniell we were all watching! 

Ics we forget 

LES TREMAYNE played General Mann in 
the 1953 George Pal classic WAR OF THE 
WORLDS. He gave the go-ahead to drop the A- 
bomb on the Martian nest and led the troops 
against the alien invaders. In later years he 
found himself in the remake of THE SHE 
CREATURE, a film called CREATURE OF 
DESTRUCTIOJJ. In 1959 he landed on Mars 
with others who found that it didn’t pay to play 
with the denizens of the ANGRY RED 
PLANET. He’s appeared in numerous roles but 
his name isn’t as well known as the heroes who 
were the stars of the film. Without his aid & 
assistance, however, there would be no movie! 

villainous vegetable 

JAMES ARNESS is best known for his por- 
trayal as Marshall Matt Dillon in the long- run- ■ 
ning TV western G UNSMOKE hut he began: 
his career as a giant vegetable. He was THE 
THING in the movie of the same name (1951). 
Unrecognizable, altho little makeup was used, 
he was the real star of the film, the one we allf 
remember! 

In 1954, with James Whitmore, he played a 
scientist in THEM!, the story of gi-ants taking 
over the world. Shortly after, he found his way 
to Dodge City and stayed there for a number of 
years.

PETER GRAVES, who played Mr. Phelps on 
TV’s MISSION IMPOSSIBLE, is in real life 
James Amess’ brother. His career began in sci-fi 
films as well. In 1952 he appeared in RED 
PLANET MARS with Marvin Miller & Andrea 
King, playing a scientist trying to figure out the 
messages from Mars. A year later he met alien 
invaders in KILLERS FROM SPACE (1953) 
and in 1956 he tried to prevent a creature from 
Venus from taking over the minds of men in IT 
CONQUERED THE WORLD.

There was always 
a pretty young scientist and she was it. Her ef- 
forts aid^ the hero to accomplish his task.

She played a no- 
nonsense actress in this offbeat film. She was 
most busy in 1955 when she turned up in IT

HORRORS ( 1960). Dick Miller was the star but 
Jack’s part, altho small, was a memorable one. 
Miller manages to get himself in a position 
where he kills a dentist to feed his man-eating 
plant.

(1971). His part in STAR WARS (1977) has 
been the most popular and he has become the 
real hero of the film! 

Last, but certainly not least, is ELISHA 
COOK. He’s been in a great many films playing 
every sort of odd character from hood/body- 
guard in THE MALTESE FALCON ( 1941 ) with 
Humphrey Bogart, Peter Lorre & Sydney 
Greenstreet to the apartment manager in 
ROSEMARY’S BABY (1968). In BLACULA 
(1972) he played a morgue attendant who got at- 
tacked by one of the female vampires. This film 
featured William Marshall as the dreaded Count 
Dracula. 


His most popular role has to be in THE 
HOUSE ON HAUNTED HILL (1958) in which 
he plays the owner of Hill House. He rents the 
place to millionaire Vincent Price so that he may 
throw a ghost party. When the guests arrive, 
strange things begin to happen right away and 
Cook insists it’s the work of the ghosts. He tells 
them about the gruesome murders and the 
“heads that have never been found”. He goes on 
to say “7 people were killed in this house, includ- 
ing my brother,” and you know you’re in big 
trouble! This William Castle shocker had a sur- 
prise ending with a skelton but Cook’s closing 
remarks were the most frightening part of the 
picture. “The ghosts are restless tonight,” he 
says. Then, looking straight at the audience he 
states, “They’re coming for me now . . . and 
then they'll come for YOU!"

I N THE 1939 Charles Laughton 
version of THE HUNCH-

“Ugliness is very appealing to 
me . . . it’s instinct. One is re- 
pelled by the ugliness it wants to

We shrink from disfigurement 
at the same time we are fasci- 
nated by it. 

Horror & fantasy films have 
delved into this dark, tragic side 


of life and produced much of the 
screen’s great drama. 

THE PHANTOM OF THE 
OPERA lived beneath the Paris 
Opera House— lonely, frustrated 
& half-mad— because he was so 
hideously ugly. 

FRANKENSTEIN was 

stitched together from parts of 
dead bodies— and only a blind 
hermit could be his friend and 
talk to him like a person. 

Gwynplaine, the kidnapped 
heir to an earldom who as a child 
was hideously deformed by Gyp- 
sies into a perpetually-smiling 
clown, was played by Conrad 


Veidt in THE MAN WHO 
LAUGHS. 


the acid test 

In THE RAVEN (1935), Boris 
Karloff as Bateman, a murderer, 
shot his way out of San Quentin, 
killing 2 guards. In a bank in Ari- 
zona he mutilated a man’s face— 

“I told him to keep his mouth 
shut. He gets the gag out of his 
mouth and starts yellin’ for the 
police. I had the acetylene torch 
in my hand — ’’

ing the role of a suave sadistic 
doctor with dialog like: ‘‘So you 
put the burning torch into his 
face — into his eyesl” 

Karloff was remorseful. ‘‘I’ll 
tell you something, Doc. Ever 
since I was bom, everybody looks 
at me and says, ‘You’re ugly!’ 
Makes me feel mean. Maybe be- 
cause I look ugly . . . maybe if a 
man looks ugly, he does ugly 
things.” 

Does he really? 

In THE RAVEN it was Lugosi, 
the handsome famous surgeon, 
who was the madman who de- 
lighted in torture— not poor Bate- 
man who was forced by circum- 
stances and felt deep remorse. 

Lugosi created a monstrously 
ugly race for Karloff in the hopes 
it would breed a monstrous hate. 
But at the climax of THE RA- 
VEN, Bateman proves that there 
are some deeds too terrible to 
commit— and turns upon the de- 
mented surgeon. 

The original PHANTOM OF 
THE OPERA was bora during 
the time of the Black Plague. Per- 
haps that was why— 

His face was a grinning skull! 


Lon Chaney Sr. , in the original 
1925 version of the Gaston Le- 
roux novel, kept the storyline as 
written. But in the 2 remakes — 
1943 with Claude Rains and 1962 
with Herbert Lorn- the charac- 
ter of the man who haunted the 
Paris Opera House was changed 
into a struggling composer, 
burned by acid, who sought re- 
venge on those who disfigured 
him and stole his music. Be- 
cause of his dreadful disfigure- 
ment he lived hidden from the 
eyes of humankind. 

He wore a mask to conceal his 
features. 

He traveled the sewers beneath 
the Opera House. 

He sought the darkness, hiding 
as much from himself as from the 
eyes of others. 

Since tragedy is the highest 
form of literature, the story of 
Erik, THE PHANTOM OF THE 
OPERA, is one of the greatest 
human stories. 

fahrenheit 451 + 

In FACE OF FIRE (1959), 
based on the short story ‘‘The 


Monster’’ by Stephen Crane, 
James Whitmore played a good & 
kind man who rescued a child 
from a burning house but became 
horribly burned. Because of his 
frightening appearance the 
townspeople, who had known him 
all their lives, became unreason- 
ably terrified of him. 

Peter Lorre became the FACE 
BEHIND THE MASK (1941) 
and turned to crime when his fea- 
tures were badly burned. 

Called by Forry Ackerman the 
‘‘second greatest thrill scene in 
monster movie history’’ (the first 
being the scream heard ’round the 
world when THE PHANTOM OF 
THE OPERA was unmasked) 
was the terrifying revelation of 
the face behind the wax when Fay 
Wray broke the false face of Lio- 
nel Atwill in THE MYSTERY OF 
THE WAX MUSEUM ( 1932). 

The terrified woman pounded 
with clenched fists at the sculp- 
tor’s face, trying to escape— 

And his face began to chip. 

To crack! 

And beneath — a scared visage 
of pure horror! 

Atwill played his role with the 
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A moment of horror from BLOOD & BLACK LACE, a Mario Bava film of 1965. 



right blend of pathos & chills as 
the wax sculptor whose entire 
body was so horribly disfigured 
that he built himself a wax face 
resembling his features before the 
fire. His hands, tho, were so mu- 
tilated that he could no longer 
sculpt. So he looked for his crea- 
tions in life— he killed men & 
women, coated their bodies with 
wax and displayed them in his 
Wax Museum! He was driven to 
commit ghastly deeds to recreate 
the beautiful wax world which 
he loved so well. 

When the story of the Wax 
Museum was to be re-filmed in 
3-Dimension in 1953, Vincent 
Price played the mad sculptor in 
HOUSE OF WAX. One of the 
few excellent remakes of a classic 
film, HOUSE OF WAX still con- 
tains many scenes of excitement 
& suspense. 

twist of fate 

In THE OBLONG BOX 
(1969), Alastair Williamson was 
placed under a terrible curse— his 
features (and his mind) became 
twisted. Kept a prisoner by his 
brother (Vincent Price), he es- 
caped and sought revenge. In an 
ironic ending Price killed his own 
brother to save his sweetheart— 
and the curse of a contorted face 
was transferred to him! 


HORROR CASTLE (1963), 
based on the novel “The Virgin of 
Nuremburg” by Frank Bogart, 
starred Rossana Podesta & Chirs- 
topher Lee. According to fantas- 
tic film specialist Walt Lee, 
whose “Reference Guide to the 
Fantastic Films” aided this ar- 
ticle immeasurably, HORROR 
CASTLE dealt with a hideously 
disfigured lunatic, a victim of 
Nazis, who killed people in an 
old castle. 

Another hideously disfigured 
lunatic roamed the TOMB OF 
TORTURE (1963). 

THE PHANTOM OF THE 
PARADISE haunted the “Para- 
dise” ballroom— killing and 
striking fear into those he would 
have revenged himself against. 
A modern-day PHANTOM OF 
THE OPERA, his downfall was 
also the love of a beautiful girl. 

fly in the ointment 

The matter-transmitting ma- 
chine of THE PROJECTED 
MAN (1966) was sabotaged— 
disfiguring him hideously and 
causing his mere touch to kill! 
Similar to the 1958 classic of 
science-gone- wrong, THE FLY, 
in which a man exchanged the 
head & arm of a fly, no similar 
film has yet achieved the heights 
of terror found in THE FLY.

The robotic Yul Brynner in 
WESTWORLD (1973), blackened 
by fire, ran on auxiliary power, 
relentlessly chasing the terrified 
Richard Benjamin down empty 
corridors to a fiery finish 

When the 60-foot Colossal Man 
was found, alive but disfigured 
and with the mind of a monster, 
he caused THE WAR OF THE 
COLOSSAL BEAST (1958). Con- 
vinced by his sister that he was 
doing wrong, he committed sui- 
cide by grabbing high tension 
wires. 

In THE VIKINGS, Kirk Doug- 
las was scarred by a slave’s falcon 
and sought revenge thruout 
the film. 

Donald Pleasance in LIVE & 
LET DIE, as the head of 
S.P.E.C.T.R.E., boasted one of 
the most hideous faces ever found 
in a James Bond movie. 

Boris Karloff wore scars thru- 
out his career in such films s THE 
OLD DARK HOUSE (1932), in 
which he was a sinister mute 
bearded butler, and in FRANK- 
ENSTEIN: 1970, in which he 
played a Nazi-tortured Baron 



Frankenstein, and he portrayed 
Valdar/Schiller the spy in BRIT- 
ISH INTELLIGENCE (1940). 

Eric von Stroheim was a disfig- 
ured scientist who created a 
"soulless" woman by unusual 
means in another version of AL- 
RAUNE known as UNNAT- 
URAL (1952). 

Stephen Boyd was horribly 
mutilated under the wheels of 
Charlton Heston's chariot in 
BEN-HUR. 

Much of the burns & scars in 
fantasy films, however, are of the 
“Don’t-Touch-That-Monster-He- 
Causes-Your-Flesh-To-Burn’’ 
variety in such sci-fi films as THE 
GREEN SLIME, FIEND WITH- 
OUT A FACE, PLANET OF 
THE VAMPIRES, GIANT OF 
METROPOLIS and the NAVY 
VS THE NIGHT MONSTERS- 
to name only a few. 

There’s also the "Terrible-Mut- 
ilation-By-The-Killer" of such 
films as DR. PHIBES and 
BLOOD & BLACK LACE. 

And Werewolfilms abound with 
tearings & slashing— one of the 
most famous fantasy stills shows 
Henry Hull’s claws raking War- 
ner Oland’s face in THE WERE- 
WOLF OF LONDON ( 1935). 

In the cases of these films, tho, 
the person scarred was a victim. 
But there are victims . . . and 
there are victims . . . what you 
might call—

Men have been driven to do ter- 
rible deeds for love and none have 
been more horrifying than the 
desperation of fathers or lovers 
seeking aid for their disfigured 
daughters in such horror films 
as— 

THE HORROR CHAMBER 
OF DOCTOR FAUSTUS. 

CORRUPTION. 

FACE OF TERROR. 

In THE HORROR CHAM- 
BER OF DR. FAUSTUS ( 1959) a 
doctor tried to restore his daugh- 
ter’s ruined face by grafting other 
mrls’ faces onto hers. This Rim 
featured some of the most bloody 
laboratory scenes ever filmed. 
The aspects of an actual face 
^aft were meticulously followed 
in all their gruesome detail. The 
struggle between the doctor, who 
believed he was doing the right 
thing, and his daughter, who was 
not able to accept life at the cost 
of the lives of innocent others, 
created an eerie, spellbinding 
film. 

In CORRUPTION (1967), 
Peter Cushing accidentally des- 
troyed the face of the woman he 
loved. His experiments to re-cre- 
ate her beauty were successful— 
for a time. But it was necessary to 
kill young girls again & again 
each time the terrible scars re- 


turned. Tho not as powerful as 
HORROR CHAMBER OF DOC- 
TOR FAUSTUS, Cushing’s 
acting & a nearly literate script 
rose this above such poor skin- 
grafting films as ATOM-AGE 
VAMPIRE (1960) & FACE OF 
TERROR (1962). 

The science of plastic surgery & 
skin-rafting have played pivotal 
parts in many fine films. 

In MADE LOVE (1935) an in- 
sane surgeon grafted a mur- 
derer’s hands onto the arms of a 
pianist who had lost his own 
hands. But there were complica- 
tions— the new hands wanted to 
kill! Karl Freund’s direction, 
Peter Lorre & Colin Clive’s act- 
ing Dimitri Tiomkin’s music— all 
brought this otherwise silly story 
to a height of suspense not found 
in the remake (THE HANDS OF 
ORLAC, 1960) or a similar story 
called HANDS OF A 
STRANGER (1960). 

Ralph Bellamy was THE MAN 
WHO LIVED TWICE (1936), a 
criminal who was operated on to 
remove his criminal tendencies & 
erase his memory. After his face 
was altered from ugly to hand- 
some, he ultimately became a fa- 
mous doctor. The remake in 1953 
(MAN IN THE DARK) was also 
well-acted by Edmond O’Brien. 

In VENGEANCE OF FU 
MANCHU (1968) Chris Lee, as 


the maniacal Oriental menace, 
ordered one of his slaves to under- 
go plastic surgej^ to look like Sir 
Denis Nayland-Smith, his arch- 
enemy. 

ASH WEDNESDAY was the 
day Elizabeth Taylor underwent 
plastic surgery to become younger- 
looking. The story revolved 
around her adjustment to looking 
like her daughter’s sister instead 
of her mother. 

One of the finest films of a mod- 
ern-day “Frankenstein” was 
SECONDS (1966), in which Rock 
Hudson played an aging busi- 
nessman who was given another 
chance at life. His old identity 
was “killed” and, thru surgery & 
transplants (much like “Franken- 
stein”!), he was transformed into 
a young, virile man. Since he 
couldn’t adjust to his new life, he 
was dismembered to provide 
arts for other old men wishing to 
ecome young. 

scars of frankenstein 

From the firstime that Mary 
Shelley’s FRANKENSTEIN was 
filmed, the monster (who was 
“stitched together from pieces of 
dead tissue”) was shown in a va- 
riety of gruesome makeups. 

Universal’s master makeup art- 
ist Jack Pierce gave Boris Karloff 
scars over his forehead, around 
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Welter Brandt in a bod way in 5 TOMBS FOR A MEDIUM. 


his wrists showing that the hands 
had been sewn (like the HANDS 
OF ORLAC) onto the arms and, 
in the great scene in which Ed* 
ward Van Sloan as Dr. Waldman 
was to dissect the monster, we 
saw Karloff’s chest for the first 
and only time — with a long deep 
scar running along his right rib- 
cage. 

Elsa Lanchester’s makeup for 
the BRIDE OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN was not quite so horrible. 
Her body was swathed in band- 
ages to her neck but when she 
turned her head with short, jerky 
movements long scars could be 
seen. This subtlety, of not always 
seeing the scars, added to the 
eerie effect. Karloff's makeup in 
this, burned by the fire at the 
windmill, was less intense since 
he was a more sympathetic char- 
acter than in the original film. 

Tho all the Frankenstein make- 
ups were horrible, perh^s the 
most gruesome of all was Christo- 
pher Lee’s role as the monster in 
CURSE OF FRANKENSTEIN 
(1957) which skyrocketed his 
career & Hammer Films into cine- 
matic immortality. They truly 
took the description by Mary 
Shelley literally. 

The monster had yellow, wa- 
tery eyes. 


Stitches, coarse & crude, ran 
across the forehead. 

There were sewn wounds down 
the right cheek & around the 
neck. 

Lee’s monster, a dumb brute 
ruled by instinct & a defective 
brain, is such a fine exaple of sym- 
pathetic pathos that this role al- 
most reaches the heights of his 
rightfully-famous role of the 
blood-thirsty Count Dracula. 

dracula bites the dust 

In HORROR OF DRACULA 
Christopher Lee played the de- 
finitive vampiric death scene— 

Disinte^ation by sunlight! 

His entire body crumbled to 
dust! 

The ending of HORROR OF 
DRACULA was so outstanding 
that something equally spectacu- 
lar had to be devised for the se- 
quel, BRIDES OF DRACULA. 
But the scene originally planned 
— that of a horde of bats tearing 
the vampire apart because he not 
only broke the code of the living 
but the code of the undead and 
could not be allowed existence in 
either world— was substituted for 
a less-fulfilling scene in which 
Peter Cushing as Van Helsing 
threw a vial of holy water into 


Baron Meinster’s face, disfigur- 
ing him horribly. Then Cushing 
formed a windmill in the sign of 
the cross and caused the vampire 
to disintegrate a la Chris Lee. 

It’s long been shown that if a 
vampire touches a cross, holy 
water, silver, etc., it will be 
burned. Mina in the original 
DRACULA was burned by a 
cross in her palm and multitudes 
of heroines followed after her. 
But in SCARS OF DRACULA it 
was the Vampire Lord’s turn to 
feel the wrath of the villagers. 
They burned down his castle— 
with him in it! 

There’s no point in listing the 
many vampire films like VAM- 
PIRE CIRCUS or CAPTAIN 
KRONOS- V AM PI RE HUN- 
TER which featured a terrible 
end to the vampire’s reign of 
bloody terror. 

Because I hope we have seen 
that the ways to view ugliness & 
tragic deformity & death are 
many & varied. 

where beast is beast 

Pity poor Lon chaney Sr., who 
created with collodion the scars 
of WHERE EAST IS EAST, in 
which his face was clawed by a 
tiger. (Collodion is a dangerous 
skin-contracting solution of gum- 
cotton in ether, not recommended 
for experimetal use by amateurs). 

We should feel sympathy for 
the shunned horrors or Arkham 
in THE HAUNTED PALACE, 
based on Lovecraft’s “The Case 
of Charles Dexter Ward’’, who 
emerged from the fog-shrouded 
streets to surround Vincent Price. 

The Frankenstein monster had 
no control over his creation — 
chouldn’t he be more pitied than 
feared? 

The shambling zombies of 
NIGHT OF THE LIVING 
DEAD, the corpses of the newly- 
buried, were to be feared— but 
their terror was not self-motivat- 
ed. It was caused by an outside 
influence— a space probe from the 
planet Venus. 

In A WOMAN’S FACE it was 
Joan Crawford whose face was 
terribly scarred but it was mag- 
netic Conrad Veidt as her lover 
whose soul was black with evil. 
When she underwent plastic sur- 
gery and became beautiful, Veidt 
no longer wanted her. He was in 
love with her ugliness! 

We should learn not to judge 
by appearances. 

Remember the story of the 
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James Whitmore suffers the fear of his neighbors because he has a FACE OF FIRE (1959). Based on the 
short story "The Monster" by Stephen Crane. 


wooden horse of Troy which con- 
tained Greek soldiers? 

We can be deceived easily. Es- 
pecially by such suave, congenial 
people as Leslie Banks in THE 
MOST DANGEROUS GAME 
(1932). As the mad Count Zaroff, 
Banks deliberately shipwrecked 
people on his island, then hunted 
them to death like animals. 

And mounted their heads in 
his grisly trophy room! (Two of 
those heads can be viewed by the 
brave ones among the visitors to 
the Ackermonster’s Grislyland.) 

Zaroff was a fiend who dis- 
played his scar as proudly as the 
students of Heidelberg Univer- 
sity who once were scarred in 
duels as a test of manhood. 

Madness was in his eyes— and 
the eyes are the windows of the 
soul. 

We live in a world which wor- 
ships youth & beauty. 

We still have not developed a 
way to measure— or appreciate— 
the inner qualities of a person. 

famous feary tale 

We value appearances too 
highly. 


One of the earliest of all fairy 
tales brings home this truism 
clearly: the story of BEAUTY & 
THE BEAST, which was filmed 
so eloquently in 1946 by Jean 
Cocteau. 

The Beast, a man under an en- 
chanted spell, loved Beauty. He 
gave her all the things she would 
need in the world but Beauty was 
foolish: she scorned the Beast 
because he was ugly. 

In the end, however, she 
learned that he had shown her 
more trust & kindness than her 
own family, more love than she 
had ever had and more comfort 
than she could ever need. And 
when she saw him for what he was 
inside— the goodness in his heart 
& soul— the spell was broken and 
he became a handsome man once 
again. 

The moral is as valid today as 
it was when the fairy tale was 
spun, hundreds of years ago — 

Remember the Greeks & the 
Wooden Horse of Troy, Beauty & 
the Beast, and the poor, mis- 
understood Frankenstein mon- 
ster: 

Appearances are deceiving.
